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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim 10 and 11. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 
has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-11 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Haynes et al. (US 6,054,809). 

Regarding claim 1, Haynes discloses (fig 2) a light emitting device with an 
insulator, an anode formed on the insulator, a cathode formed on the insulator so as not 
to be in contact with the anode and a light emitting layer formed between the anode and 
the cathode on the insulator. 
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Regarding claim 2, Haynes discloses the anode and cathode are located so as to 
produce and electric field in a direction parallel with the insulator. 

Regarding claim 3, Haynes discloses (fig 11a) the anode and cathode are formed 
into a comb tooth shape on the insulator and located so each tooth of the anode are 
adjacent to each tooth of the cathode. 

Regarding claim 4, Haynes discloses (fig 1 1 b) the anode and cathode are formed 
into a spiral shape. 

Regarding claim 5-9, Haynes discloses the light emitting layer is made from a 
layer having an electron transport property and a hole transport property. 

Regarding claim 10, Haynes discloses a reflective film is provided under the light 
emitting layer. 

Regarding claim 11, Haynes discloses the insulator is transparent and a 
reflective film is provided over the light emitting layer. 

Regarding claim 13, Haynes discloses the distance between the anode and the 
cathode is 200 nm or shorter. 

Regarding claim 14, Haynes discloses the angle formed by at least one of a side 
surface of the anode or cathode on the surface of the insulator is 30 to 90 degrees. 

Regarding claim 15, Haynes discloses the anode comprises a material selected 
from the group consisting of gold, nickel, palladium, iridium, and cobalt. 

Regarding claim 16, Haynes discloses the light emitting device is incorporated 
into an electronic device.
